Claims 1-13 

The inventions set forth in claims 1-13 involve an 
inventive step with respect to documents 1 and 2 cited in 
the international search report. Documents 1 and 2 do not 
disclose the feature of providing a specified back 
pressure to the outlet part of an emulsifying/dispersing 
apparatus via a connecting path, wherein the back pressure 
is reduced step by step, and at the final pressure- 
reducing member, the pressure has been reduced to the 
point that bubbling does not occur in the outlet path. 
Furthermore, this feature is not easily derivable, even to 
a person skilled in the art. 
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
